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London,

from late dispatches Constanti­ 
nople virtu ally has abandoned 
hope

Turks to offer serious resist­ 
ance at the Tchatalja line and 
is viewing the necessity of ra il­ 
ing the c ity ’s manhood to the 
defense of the city Itself. 
If 
this is the case the end of the 
war cannot be far distant. 
Adrianople and Scutari still 
hold out, but It is reported that 
the two principal forts outside 
of Adrianople have been cap­ 
tured. 
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Sofia, Nov. 9.— News of the retreat 
of the Turkish arm y on Constantinople 
is expected hourly. 
The feeling at Bulgaria headquar­ 
ters favors the Bulgarian arm y march 
ing Into Constantinople, accompanied 
by the Servians operating in Thrace 
and a Greek force which w ill land in 
the Gulf of Xeros near the Dardx- 
nelles. 
The Servian and Greek crown prin­ 
ces probably will be present and the 
cross will be carried In triumph into 
the Mosque of St. Sophia. 
Prem ier GuchkofT, in a newspaper In 
terview. says the allies have agreed 
In a general way on the settlement 
of territorial questions. 
Common ac­ 
tion between the allies, he declares, 
w ill not cease with the war and E u ­ 
rope may count upon seeing a most 
cordial union between the states. 
The premier insists the allies w ill 
submit to no coercion from the pow­ 
ers, but on the contrary would rather 
fight to the bitter end. 


AWFUL SCENE AT SALONIKI 


Terrible Massacre of Non-Moslem Pop­ 
ulation Occurs.

Saloniki has been occupied by the 
Greek troops. 
Their approach was 
attended by awful scenes.

loose and a terrible massacre of the 
non-Moslem 
population 
took 
place. 
Shooting and looting were general. 
W hen the Greeks took possession 
they imprisoned all the pasha’s of­ 
ficials 
and 
Turkish 
officers.

Turks in captivity in 
Saloniki num­ 
ber 27,000.

New York, Nov. 9.— Mayor W illiam 
J. Gaynor does not favor metering wa­ 
ter in apartment houses, because he 
believes it would have a tendency to 
keep people from taking baths. 
In reply to a letter from W ater Com­ 
missioner Thompson, asking for ad­ 
vice about metering apartment house 
water, the m ayor wrote:

RESTRAINING ORDER IS ISSUED 


Judge W. S. McClenahan Sets Decem­ 
ber 3rd as the Date of the 
Hearing in Matter 


Bessie E. Graham and Hannah L. 
Russell have commenced suit against 
the w ater and light board of the city 
in the district court alleging, in their 
bill of 
complaint, 
th a t 
Bessie 
E. 
Graham is the owner of certain prop­ 
erty in the city and th at Hannah L. 
Russell is the owner and holder of 
an executory contract of sale of the 
premises and th a t she is now in pos­ 
session of the same and occupies 
them. 
The water and light board, it is 
alleged, has fixed a rate of $5 per 
quarter for water with an additional 
charge of $5 per year for sprinkling 
tax. 
The plaintiffs claim that the 
rate of $5 per quarter and the sprink­ 
ling tax is unreasonable, u njust and 
discriminative; that oth er users aud 
consumers of water in th e city of 
Brainerd are receiving a more favor­ 
able rate. 
The plaintiffs allege th a t on or 
about the 9th 
day of November, 
1911, th e water and light board, by 
resolution, reduced the rates of water 
• in the city ten per cent annually, 
and t h a t notw ithstanding th a t fact, 
the water and Ugh board was a t ­ 
te m pting to collect from the plaint­ 
iffs and all other consumers of water 
in the city the same rate as was in 
force prior to the resolution.
